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MINISTER LOSES HIS SEAT 

Jim Knight loses out to Conservative in a hung Parliament... 


SOUTH Dorset is starting 
a new era this week after 
Richard Drax won the seat 
in a decisive general elec¬ 
tion victory for the Con¬ 
servatives. 

He beat Employment 
Minister Jim Knight by 
more than 7,000 votes to 


end nine years of Labour 
control. 

From the outset it was 
clear that Mr Drax had 
won the lion’s share of the 
vote and he told jubilant 
supporters at the Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion Ocean 
Room count: “It has been 
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an entertaining four 
weeks. 

“I just played it with a 
straight bat. We won for 
political reasons not per¬ 
sonalities. 

“I think there is a huge 
desire across the country 
to stand up for the people 
who I think feel utterly 
disillusioned and disen¬ 
franchised. 

“My job for South 
Dorset is to reverse that 
and make politics more ac¬ 
cessible with more meet¬ 
ings with my 
constituents.” 


A disappointed Mr 
Knight raised a sympa¬ 
thetic laugh when he said: 
“The Employment Minis¬ 
ter is now unemployed!” 

He congratulated Mr 
Drax and urged him to 
look after the South Dorset 
electorate because they 
were “brilliant people”. 

He added that national 
themes had impacted on 
voting and he would now 
take a holiday before con¬ 
sidering his future. 

South Dorset’s turnout 
was actually slightly down 
at 68.2 per cent from 69.6 


per cent in 2005. 

Returning officer Tom 
Grainger said 76 staff 
tackled the election in¬ 
cluding six teams of coun¬ 
ters and he added that 
there had been no “issues” 
at any polling station. 

He said: “There was a 
very good turnout particu¬ 
larly with postal votes 
which were over 80 per 
cent.” 

Mr Grainger had to deal 
with some bizarre spoiled 
ballot papers including 
one where a voter had 
commented on all six can¬ 
didates, variously la¬ 
belling them “toff’,

... And Conservatives lose out in a hung council 


CONSERVATIVES came within six 
votes of taking control of Weymouth 
and Portland council. 

Instead they started and finished 
local elections with 18 seats, one 
short of the 19 they needed to rule the 
36-seat authority. 

The closest contest of the election 
proved decisive in maintaining the 
borough as a hung authority after In¬ 
dependent Margaret Leicester nar¬ 
rowly held off Tory Portland Mayor 
Richard Paisley to retain her Tophill 
East seat by just five votes. 

Mrs Leicester said: “It was close 


and I thought I had lost it at one stage 
but I am pleased to have won.” 

Mr Paisley said: “It was very close 
and I will certainly have another go 
at the next Tophill East election.” 

Elsewhere Ray Banham returned to 
the council after an absence of five 
years by taking the previously Con¬ 
servative seat at Melcombe Regis for 
the Liberal Democrats. 

He said: “It was a good clean fight 
and it is nice to be back.” 

No sooner had the Tories lost one 
seat than they clawed it back when 
Ian Munro-Price took Tophill West 


from the Independents. 

He said: “It was quite close, the 
vote was split and I am delighted to 
have won.” 

It took a recount to separate candi¬ 
dates in the Westham East ward 
where Ian James felt his decision to 
switch from the Lib-Dems to the To¬ 
ries had been vindicated after the 
electorate just returned him to office 
by 16 votes. 

He said it was “a fight and a half’ 
and he was delighted to have won 
while just-beaten Lib-Dem candidate

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BEAMINSTER PCSO Alex Bishop, 26, has been 
on the beat in the town for three years. 

Originally from llminster, Alex had always 
dreamt of joining the police force and seized 
the opportunity to fill the PCSO role in 
Beaminster. 

Along with PC Tim Poole, Alex now covers the 
Broadwindsor, Beaminster and Halstock vot¬ 
ing wards. 

Having settled into his role Alex moved to 
Beaminster with his fiancee Jade in September 
last year. The couple are now expecting their 
first child in July. 

Outside of work Alex is a keen sports fan, mu¬ 
sician and martial artist, having trained at the 
South West Black Belt Academy in llminster for 
a number of years. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Beaminster? 

The community spirit. It’s a lovely town. I also cover 
three voting wards which are some of the must beautiful 
areas in Dorset I think. 

■ IS there anything you would like to change about 
the area? 

I would like to see more job opportunities for younger 
people. A lot of them have to move out of the area to try 
and get better jobs and I think there are a lot of people 
who like where they live but are unable to stay here if 
they want to get a good job or progress their career. 

■ WHAT made you join the police force? 

I have always wanted to be in the police force. When I 
was 211 applied to become a PC, I was rejected at that 
stage unfortunately but when I saw the advertisement for 
a PCSO I thought why not? It gives me a good insight 
into the job and it will be a good stepping stone. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I’m not really looking that far ahead because I’ve got a 
family on the way and I’d very much like to be family 
man. If that means that still doing this job is beneficial 
to the family then I’d like to still be here. I was always 
looking at going in and joining as a PC but I enjoy this 
job a lot and it is more suited to family life I think. 

■ WHAT is the role of a PCSO for those who are still 
unclear? 

There are a lot of people who still aren’t very clear. It 
does differ from force to force but the main part of it is 
working with a safer neighbourhood team and finding 
community issues that need to be addressed and concerns 
that people have within there community and looking to 
resolve it. That can be through multi agency work, work¬ 
ing with the different local authorities, with schools, with 
the youth centre. Working with different agencies to try 
and resolve those concerns. Community engagement is 
a big part of that and a big part of my role. 



■ WHAT are the biggest problems that affect the 
Beaminster area? 

Rural crimes such as thefts of heating oil, which at the 
moment is of big concern. It’s a more valuable commod¬ 
ity now because of prices going up and the Beaminster 
and Marsh wood Vale safer neighbourhood teams have re¬ 
leased a scheme called “stop that oil” to try and get peo¬ 
ple aware of their security around their tanks. We are 
trying to make it harder for people trying to access the 
fuel. 

■ WHAT are your favourite TV crime programmes? 

I used to watch The Bill when I was younger but I don’t 
often watch a lot of police dramas. I think a lot of the re¬ 
ality ones are quite a good insight into the job and they 
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can be very interesting but I don’t watch a lot of them. 

■ WHAT would be your three-desert island discs? 

That’s very difficult, I have a wide musical taste. I think 
“One by One” by the Foo Fighters, the whole album is 
superb. “The Joshua Tree” by U2, again another superb 
album from beginning to end. “2001” by Dr Dre, I’m a 
big fan of Dr Dre, his earliest stuff with NWA is really 
good but also again all the songs on that album are very 
good as well. 

■ WHICH three dream guests would you invite to a 
dinner party? 

I’m an Arsenal fan and I think Arsene Wenger would be 
my first choice because he always seems like he’s got 
something to say and I don’t think he’d let the conversa¬ 
tion die out. My fiancee Jade, it wouldn’t be a dinner 
party without her. The last one would be Freddie Mercury. 
Queen are an amazing band and he was an amazing front 
man. 


■ WHAT are your favourite events that go on in 
Beaminster? 

I think that the biggest one is the Beaminster Festival, 
which is a fascinating festival celebrating art. The open¬ 
ing ceremony in the square is always enjoyable and has a 
very good atmosphere. Last year I went to the Eat Dorset 
food festival at Pamham House which I thought was very 
good and gave a good insight into locally produced food 
which I think is a very good topic in this area. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I’m currently reading a book at the moment called “The 
Outside Man” which is about an American joining the 
IRA, which is a good insight into the IRA trying to build 
a bigger profile against the British and using an American 
to do that. The last CD I listened to was “The Carter” by 
Lil Wayne, which is a very good album. The last film I 
watched was “Disturbia”, a thriller with Shia Labeouf 
which was a very good film.

Oz Kanji said: “I might stand again if it is the right cause.” 

No other sitting councillor lost their seat which left the 
council make-up remaining with 18 Tories while the Lib- 
Dems moved up to 11, Labour remaining at five with the 
Independents dropping to two councillors. 

Tory leader Mike Goodman, who had South Dorset’s 
new Tory MP Richard Drax watching proceedings, was 
philosophical. 

He said: “It was a good election for us but we are still a 
hung council because we missed overall control by one 
seat.” 

Their closest rivals are the Liberal Democrats and leader 
Ian Roebuck said: “I felt we performed well locally by 
gaining one seat and coming within 16 votes of getting a 
second.”

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Cruise ship bonanza 


HOTELIERS and traders in Weymouth are 
looking forward to a cruise ship cash bonanza 
worth more than £200,000. 

More than 8,000 passengers are expected on 
vessels docking at Portland Port over the next 
five months. 

About half are expected to visit the Hope 
Square area of Weymouth, said Jane Milner of 
Portland Port, and they are each expected to 
spend about 57 euros. 

Traders are being encouraged to accept euros 
on days when cruise passengers visit because 
there are no places to exchange euros around 
the harbour and shops will need to accept the 
currency if they want to maximise sales. 

Weymouth and Portland Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Industry and Tourism president Nigel 
Reed said that part of the passenger service 
will see each person given a ‘Welcome to 
Weymouth’s Historic Waterfront’ leaflet. 

It will list members’ businesses and mark 
those accepting euros while also highlighting 
any special activities or events taking place 
during their visit. 

The council has produced ‘We Welcome the 
Euro’ stickers and Lloyds TSB has offered to 
help with exchange rates and support for re¬ 
tailers which offer to take euros. 

Mr Reed said: “Hats off to Portland Port for 
increasing the number of cruise ships that visit 
Portland and encouraging passengers to visit 
the local area rather than organised trips to 
Bath or Stonehenge. 

“By providing outlets that will accept euros 
we hope that this will bring new customers to 
at least some of the shops and restaurants in 
the town and I am sure the demand will in¬ 
crease as we near 2012.” 

One such outlet is the PAZ clothing store at 
the harbour end of St Mary Street whose 
owner, Seddiq Mustafa, fully supports the ini¬ 
tiative. 

He said: “I think it is quite important to offer 
a facility for visiting cruise passengers to 
spend their euros because it helps them and it 
helps business. It is an extra.”

Body found after explosion and fire 


A BODY was found after an explosion and 
fire at a detached house in Sutton Road, 
Preston. 

Forty firefighters tackled the incident in¬ 
cluding crews from Weymouth, Dorch¬ 
ester, Bere Regis and Maiden Newton. 

Dorset Police and South West Ambu¬ 
lance Service also attended the scene and 
it soon emerged that a body had been 


found in the house which was severely 
damaged. 

Windows were blown out by the force of 
the blast, flames licking through roof tiles 
were visible for some distance and work to 
control the fire and then try to discover its 
cause went on for some hours. 

Chief Inspector Steve White of Dorset Po¬ 
lice said that officers had cordoned off part 


of the area. 

He added that the remains of a body had 
been found and the cause of the explosion 
and fire was still being investigated. 

He added that the death of the person 
remained unexplained, no formal identifi¬ 
cation had taken place and the coroner 
had been informed. 


650 motorbikes on sea front 


POLICE are warning drivers to watch out for 
a giant rally of 650 motorcycles roaring into 
Weymouth this weekend. 

The Harley Davidson Owners Group will be 
holding its annual ride from Warmwell Leisure 
Centre to Weymouth, on Saturday, May 15 th . 

Officers say that police outriders will be try¬ 
ing to keep disruption for other road users to a 
minimum. 

The bikes will travel in convoy through Aff- 
puddle, Tolpuddle, Puddletown, then go onto 
the B3142 and the B3143 Piddle Valley road. 

After briefly using the Dorchester bypass, 
they will travel through Broadmayne to 
the Warmwell Cross Roundabout where they 
will take the A353 to Weymouth, arriving at 
about noon.

Road users are being asked to avoid the 
A353, Preston Road and Weymouth sea front 
between 11.30am and 12.15pm on Saturday, 15 
May. 

Motorists unavoidably finding themselves on 
these roads at these times are asked to obey all 
instructions and directions received from either 
police officers or from the Harley Davidson 


Rally’s own marshals. 

Sergeant Jamie Allmond, of the Road Polic¬ 
ing Unit, said: “Dorset Police has a good rela¬ 
tionship with the Harley Davidson Owners 
Group. 

“The rally’s marshals and the police outriders 
will be working hard to try and keep delays and 
disruption to a minimum. 

“Police outriders will endeavour to keep the 
convoy as compact as possible.” 

“This many motorcycles will undoubtedly 
cause some disruption along the sea front but 
by keeping the convoy compact and allowing 
it free run along the seafront - by temporarily 
closing side roads - will ensure the safety of 
all riders and members of the public.” 


Drug dogs used in raid 

ONE person has been arrested and three others 
dealt with in an operation to tackle the use of ille¬ 
gal substances in Weymouth and Portland pubs. 

A team of Weymouth police officers and two 
drugs dog handlers from Devon and Cornwall Po¬ 
lice recently visited ten pubs. 

With them were two passive drugs dogs which 
are specially trained to identify people who may 
be carrying, or may have used, illegal drugs. 

During the operation, a 28-year-old man from 
Weymouth was arrested on suspicion of possess¬ 
ing controlled drugs, two men aged 29 and 38 
were given fixed penalty notices, and a 25-year- 
old man was given a warning. The men were 
searched after the passive drugs dogs indicated 
traces of illegal substances. 

Substances believed to be cannabis, ampheta¬ 
mine and ecstasy were recovered. 

Sergeant Dave Hughes, who led the operation, 
said: "This operation came about thanks to fund¬ 
ing from the Crime and Disorder Reduction Part¬ 
nership. 

"As Dorset Police does not currently have any 
passive drugs dogs, the funding allowed us to buy 
in the services from another force. 

"Most of the people we spoke to on the night 
were very supportive of the operation and I would 
like to express my thanks to pubs' staff and cus¬ 
tomers for being so patient during the operation. 

"If you have any information about drug activity 
in your neighbourhood, then please contact us." 

Reluctant 'yes' to flats 

PLANNERS have backed a scheme to demolish a 
four-bedroom home and build eight apartments 
in its place. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland planning 
committee said they were saddened by the Pre¬ 
ston Road proposal in Weymouth but that there 
were no planning grounds to refuse the develop¬ 
ment. 

Objectors had claimed that the apartments 
would cause "overshadowing", would hit the char¬ 
acter of the area and that the scheme had a poor 
and over-dominant relationship with nearby 
properties. 

But David Crosland for the applicants denied 
the proposal was overbearing and said it was at¬ 
tractive and a good addition to Preston Road. 

Councillor Geoff Petherick said:"It is sad but I re¬ 
ally can't see how we can refuse it." 

Councillor Margaret Leicester said: "I think it is 
sad that Preston Road is being viewed as a devel¬ 
opment area. 

"Unfortunately I can find no reason to refuse this 
scheme especially as sites on either side are al¬ 
ready being developed as flats." 

The meeting then voted 9-1 to approve the de¬ 
velopment.

The 6 th Airborne Division gave a rifle 
fire power display and there was even a 
chance to see how evacuee children had 
to leave for a new life in the countryside 
away from London’s blitz-bombed streets.

“It was such an important day that the Fort 
pulled out all the stops to mark it because 
all those years ago it was a day of celebra¬ 
tion. 

“It marked the end of war in Europe al¬ 
though fighting against Japan was still 
going on. 

“The reaction from our visitors was fan¬ 
tastic and they really entered into the spirit 
of the events we had arranged.”

AS I SEE IT...

A FTER the resurrection of Jesus, which we 
celebrated on Easter Day, there was a forty 
day period when He appeared to many and 
taught His disciples things they had not previously 
understood. But that time came to an end. 

In my earlier school days, Ascension Day was 
recognised as a special day when we were to regis¬ 
ter our attendance, attend church, and then take the 
rest of the day as a holiday. 

Nowadays, many of us have little regard for such 
a day; but in scripture, it does have a great signifi¬ 
cance. 

Jesus said He would send the Comforter (Holy 
Spirit) to be with us always, but He would need to 
go away first. Ascension Day (described in my 
diary as Holy Thursday) is celebrated tomorrow. 

After He ascended, the disciples continued to gaze 
toward heaven. Two angels appeared and assured 
them that He would return in the same way. (See 
Acts 1:9-11) Christians have held on to that hope 
ever since. That day might be nearer than we think! 

Meanwhile, there is a sense in which He did come 
again ten days later in the person of His Holy Spirit 
on the day of Pentecost. I’ll say more about that 
next week.

Planning committee rejects 
application for fiats 

A SCHEME to build four flats and four houses in Wey¬ 
mouth has been refused permission by planners. 

Lomand Homes had wanted to knock down a house and 
a chalet bungalow at Courtauld Drive to make way for 
the development, but councillors didn’t like the idea de¬ 
spite their officers urging them to accept the scheme. 

Instead members of Weymouth and Portland planning 
committee voted 6-2 to refuse permission for the scheme 
on grounds of its scale and mass and the adverse effect it 
would have on the character of the area. 

Objectors claimed that the site formed part of one of the 
few remaining untouched areas in the borough. 

They criticised the scheme as “overdevelopment” and 
claimed that the only reason for demolishing two good 
homes was “profit”. 

Lomond Homes said the site could comfortably accom¬ 
modate the development which was “well landscaped to 
maintain the sylvan character of the area”. 

But Councillor Geoff Petherick said he felt that the de¬ 
velopment “changes quite dramatically the overall char¬ 
acter of the area”. 

He opposed it as did Councillor Christine James who 
had concerns about parking. 

Councillor Margaret Leicester said: “I am not happy. I 
live in a cul-de-sac and I would be horrified if flats were 
built down there. 

“I am very disappointed at the prospect of two nice 
properties being demolished. It is overdevelopment.”

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Turtles edge the money 
in a hung parliament!

GENERAL election vot¬ 
ing ended with a hung par¬ 
liament but there was one 
winner... .a new turtle res¬ 
cue centre on the Greek is¬ 
land of Zakynthos. 

The general election in 
question was held at Wey¬ 
mouth Sea Life Park to 
discover which of three 
sea creatures would be 
best equipped to run the 
marine world. 

Staff invited every 
youngster under 16 who 
visited the park over the 
recent Bank Holiday 
weekend to go to the polls 
and vote for the shark, the 
sea turtle or the seal. 

The park’s unofficial re¬ 
turning officer Fiona 
Smith said: “We thought 
this would be a great way 
of getting kids involved in 
all the election furore. 

“There was a worthy as¬ 
pect, too, because it was 
also a fundraising battle 
with all the money col¬ 
lected over the weekend 
going to a conservation 
cause related to whichever 
species triumphed.” 

Special talks over the 
weekend emphasised the 
finer points of each crea¬ 
ture and argued their case 
for being the best choice 
to form a “Government 
beneath the waves”. 

Fiona said: “Our enter¬ 
tainments team worked 
frantically on their scripts. 
They each wanted their 
particular creature party to 
win of course.” 

The causes vying for a 
handy election fund boost 
were a new turtle rescue 
centre in Zakynthos, 
Greece, the Seal Protec¬ 
tion Action Group which 
does so much rescue work 
with seals and the Shark 
Trust. 

In the end the park wel¬ 
comed 1,109 youngsters 
through its doors, 842 of 
whom chose to vote. 

The results saw 39 per 
cent (328) vote for turtles, 
35 per cent (294) vote for 
sharks and 26 per cent 
(220) vote for seals to 
leave no one creature in 
overall control. 

Fiona said: “We have 
ended up with a hung par¬ 
liament but, because tur¬ 
tles polled the most votes, 
the money we raised will 


go to the turtle sanctuary 
on Zakynthos.” 

■ WEYMOUTH Sea Life 
Park is appealing for help 
to prevent the return of 
commercial whaling after 
a 24-year ban. 

Along with its sister at¬ 
tractions across Europe 
and in the US, the centre 
has collected over 100,000 
postcards filled out by 
people who want whaling 
to end for good. 

The Sea Life network 
wants to boost that total to 
150,000 ahead of deliver¬ 
ing the postcards to the EU 
on the eve of a crucial 
meeting of the Interna¬ 
tional Whaling Commis¬ 
sion in June, to try and 
thwart moves by pro¬ 
whaling nations to get the 


ban lifted. 

Displays supervisor 
Fiona Smith said: “There’s 
a deal being proposed 
which would give com¬ 
mercial whaling quotas to 
those nations who want to 
catch them in return for 
ending so-called scientific 
whaling. 

“There’s a very real dan¬ 
ger of it being approved 
which would be disastrous 
for conservation. 

“We want as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to sign 
postcards here in Wey¬ 
mouth or at any other Sea 
Life centre so we can de¬ 
liver the biggest bundle 
possible to the European 
Union.” 

The Sea Life network is 
campaigning in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Whale and 


Dolphin Conservation So¬ 
ciety. Society chairman 
Chris Butler-Stroud 
warned that the granting of 
any kind of commercial 
quota could see demands 
for it be increased in future 
years to meet demand 
which would soon put 
many whales in danger of 
extinction. 

Fiona said: “Even were it 
possible for commercial 
whaling to be carried out 
on a sustainable basis, 
which we don’t believe 
will ever be the case, there 
can be no justification for 
the agony these animals 
endure before they die.”

Growing crops that use less water in the garden 


SELECTIVE growing could be the 
root of success for water-saving 
gardeners in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

Wessex Water has come up with 
a list of crops which require little 
attention and cut back both the time 
and expense of bringing home¬ 
grown food to the table. 

The company said plants includ¬ 
ing parsnips, sprouting broccoli, 
onions and carrots thrive on little to 
no water which means customers 
could care for their plants and the 
environment at the same time. 

Wessex Water efficiency analyst 
Kathy Burdett said:“It is important 
we all use less water on the garden 
to help conserve water supplies and 


customers on a meter are likely to 
save money as a result.” 

Other environmentally friendly 
vegetables include swedes, leaf 
beet, asparagus, rhubarb, beetroot, 
turnips, shallots and Jerusalem ar¬ 
tichokes. 

For gardeners dedicating more 
time to their patch, thirsty vegeta¬ 
bles like runner beans, lettuces, 
cauliflower, celery, cabbage, Chi¬ 
nese cabbage, cucumbers, spinach, 
radishes, tomatoes, marrows and 
leeks can be maintained with a reg¬ 
ular soaking of recycled water. 

This can be collected from a 
water butt while water used to wash 
or boil vegetables can also be 
cooled and then used on the garden, 


the best time being during the 
evening or early morning when less 
evaporation takes place. 

Miss Burdett also advised against 
over watering plants because it not 
only used more water but made 
plants weaker and more vulnerable 
to dry weather. 

Ornamental plants can also be 
cared for using shower or bath 
water, but gardeners should not use 
this on edible plants while a water¬ 
ing can should be used instead of a 
hosepipe if it is necessary to use tap 
water on the garden.

Y ou would imagine that planting perennial (perma¬ 
nent) plants would be the solution to easy gardening, 
but life ‘aint’ that easy, for one thing they tend in 
time to get weeds entangled in their roots and it becomes a 
labour of love trying to remove them throughout the season, 
the other problem is that most of them have just a short period 
of flowering and you have to make a careful choice of what 
you purchase. Some people, especially those with a new gar¬ 
den, tend to visit a garden centre and buy loads of plants that 
are flowering at that particular visit, the problem is that they 
usually stop flowering at the same time and your garden is 
left devoid of colour for the rest of the year, so, what’s the 
solution? The obvious one is to make regular visits through¬ 
out the year to your garden centre, that way you will see var¬ 
ious groups of plants to get colour from all the year round, at 
Groves you can talk to our plants men who actually spend 
time growing and producing plants in our nursery, real prac¬ 


tical plants persons, so don’t be frightened to ask for advice. 
Another solution is to have a mixture of perennial plants ands 
annual plants, this can be achieved by perhaps having shrubs 
at the back of the border and perennials like lupines delphini¬ 
ums etc in the middle and front, but leaving pockets of bare 
earth to plant annual flowering plants in, like begonias, busy 
lizzies, petunias pansies etc., most of these annuals will 
flower continuously throughout the summer and you can re¬ 
place them if you wish in the autumn with spring flowering 
plants and bulbs. 

Flowers also have their place in the vegetable garden, 
we have an experimental potager garden at Groves, where 
we mix flowers and vegetables together, flowers like French 
marigolds and tagetes to deter naughty bugs like blackfly and 
greenfly, but there is also a need to attract beneficial insects 
like bees to pollinate your beans etc, this can be done by 
planting verbena boneriensis, lavender, sedums etc, it is a 
fine balance to get a healthy garden and chemicals shouldn’t 
be relied on to achieve this, especially in a vegetable garden. 

Finally a word on potting compost and manure. Never 
just use your garden soil to pot up your plants, its very un¬ 
suitable in containers as it goes down to mud and doesn’t 
allow your plants roots to breath, it really is best to buy a pur¬ 
pose made compost, multi purpose for sowing seed and pot¬ 
ting up young plants, if you intend to plant a more permanent 
tub, you should use a John Innes potting compost no.2 or 3 
for shrubby species or a potting and container mix for a sum¬ 
mer long bedding container 

Don’t let things get to complicated, keep your garden¬ 
ing simple and remember its YOUR garden, so do what YOU 
want and don’t be deterred by others.

W ith the weather in April being not 
too bad, you should hopefully 
have been able to crack on and 
have got lots done. The lawn now needs to 
be brought up to scratch with a good feed and 
weed. Now’s the time, if you’ve not already 
done so, to plant up hanging baskets, tubs 
and containers. Plants that are looking their 
best this month include Wisteria, Lilac, 
Brooms, Ceanothus and Clematis. A lot of 
herbaceous perennials come good this month 
too with Hardy Geraniums, Aquilegia, 
Paeonies, Dicentra or bleeding hearts and 
Bearded Iris. Late flowering tulips, fritillarias 
and hardy orchids also give some welcome 
colour if you planted them last autumn. Let’s 
hope the weather continues to be good this 
month with some, but not too much rain. 

Beds & Borders The threat of frost has 
hopefully now passed and tender bedding 
plants can be planted in the border. Before 
planting ensure that the soil has been pre¬ 
pared, a layer of garden compost or com¬ 
posted manure should be forked in to provide 
the soil with aeration, water and nutrient 
holding capabilities. At the same time apply 
a dressing of ‘Pelleted Chicken Manure’ at 
4oz per sq yard (140g per sq metre), this will 
provide a great start for the plants’ needs. 
Slow perennials like aubretia, aquilegia, del¬ 
phiniums and lupin along with biennial wall¬ 
flowers and annual candytuft, french 
marigolds and nasturtiums. All of these will 
need protecting from slugs and snails, thinly 
scatter some slug pellets amongst the newly 
sown seed. Roses and other flowering shrubs 
can be given a feed using ‘Toprose’ this is a 
long lasting feed that will last all season. 


Topical Tip If you’ve just a few weeds to 
kill in the lawn then use Verdone ready to use 
lawn weed killer spray. There is no mixing 
so no measuring or spilling and no waste. 
Children and pets just need to be kept off 
during use and for drying then they can be 
allowed to use the lawn again immediately 
afterwards. 

The Greenhouse Cuttings of fuchsias and 
geraniums can now be taken before they pro¬ 
duce flowering buds. These will produce ex¬ 
cellent flowering plants later in the season. 
Dip the cuttings in Rooting Powder before 
sticking into small pots filled with ‘Arthur 
Bowers Multi-purpose Compost’ or ‘Seed & 
Cutting Compost’. They should root in about 
two to three weeks. Hanging baskets, tubs 
and window boxes etc should be planted this 
month. To keep these plants looking at their 
very best make sure you add the two follow¬ 
ing ingredients to the compost. The first is 
‘Watergel’, this will store up moisture and re¬ 
lease it back as the compost dries out. The 
second is ‘Osmocote Tablets’, these are slow 
release plant food which is ideal for baskets, 
tubs, window boxes and patio pots. It lasts 
for six months and all you have to do is push 
three or four tablets into the compost after 
you’ve finished planting up. Once the sum¬ 
mer bedding and patio plants have been 
moved out, greenhouse crops like tomatoes, 
cucumbers, melons and peppers should have 
priority. Tomatoes, peppers and aubergines 
should be planted at three to a grobag and cu¬ 
cumbers and melons two to a grobag. To get 
the best from your grobag crops remember 
to feed them regularly and do use Tomorite, 
it’s still the best. 


On The Plot Conditions will have im¬ 
proved enough to allow for the planting of 
runner and French beans, sweetcorn and 
marrows. The secret of a good crop is in the 
soil, particularly in the case of runner beans 
and marrows. Prepare the beds before plant¬ 
ing by digging in garden compost or com¬ 
posted manure. This month will see pests 
becoming a problem, these should be quickly 
identified and controlled by using either 
‘Provado Bug Killer’ or ‘Bug Gun for Fruit 
& Vegetables’ to prevent the build up of in¬ 
festations. If you are not sure what the prob¬ 
lem is then bring some in to the shop in a 
sealed poly bag and we will happily identify 
the problem and advise you on the best 
course of action. Remember we do this for 
free. Powdery Mildew will begin to attack 
most soft fruits and tree fruit this month and 
should be quickly controlled using ‘Bayer 
Systhane Fungicide’ which is quite safe to 
use on most fruit crops. 

Lawns Turfing and seeding can continue 
this month providing it is not too dry, but 
seed should be sown as quickly as possible 
to allow establishment before possible dry 
conditions. Alight sprinkling of ‘Growmore’ 
about 4oz per sq yard (140g per sq metre) 
one week prior to sowing will help both seed 
and turf to get established. Water the areas 
regularly in dry weather. When watering turf, 
lift the comers of one or two to make sure 
that the soil underneath has been thoroughly 
moistened. Use Evergreen Complete, it’s a 
great feed, weed and moss killer that will rid 
your lawn of those difficult weeds and give 
it a useful feed at the same time. By Shaun

D URING his Army 
career Douglas 
Beazer never for¬ 
got the happy family up¬ 
bringing he had back in 
Beaminster and when he 
retired after a successful 
career, he vowed to help 
give something back to the 
town. 

Doug is a distinguished 
and well respected mem¬ 
ber of the community hav¬ 
ing been a councillor since 
1989 including a spell as 
chairman between 2007 
and 2009. 

“Beaminster gave me 
such a wonderful child¬ 
hood, and I feel now 
through my work I can 
give something back to the 
community I love,” he 
said. 

Douglas is also a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal British 
Legion where he was 
treasurer for a decade and 
was the parade marshall 
for 15 years until he retired 
in 2005. He is also a 
Freemason and has been 
chairman of the Beamin¬ 
ster Manor Lodge twice, 
as well as a leading light in 
the Bridport & District 
Model Railway Club 
which he joined in 1989. 
He retired last year after 
25 years service with the 
Melplash Show. 


This week STUART BROOM talks to DOUGLAS BEAZER in the first of a 
two part feature. Having enjoyed his childhood in Beaminster, he 
vowed to give something back to the town after a 24 year 
career in the Army. This week he talks about that childhood and 
his life as a soldier, where one of his claims to fame was being the first 
pupil to enter the new comprehensive school at Newtown 
when it was opened in January 1963. 


Douglas was the second 
eldest of six children of 
Gerry and Joy, and was 
born at Horn Ash, near 
Kittwhistle, at the junction 
where the B3162 meets the 
B3165, in April 1948. 

Within months the fam¬ 
ily moved to the newly 
completed Fairfield Estate 
off Tunnel Road in 
Beaminster. 

“Mum and Dad had a 
difficult time bringing up 
six of us and could not 
favour one above the 
other, but we were very 
happy,” he said. 

“Two things particularly 
stood out; Christmas, and 
summer holidays. We had 
very traditional Christ¬ 
mases, and up until we 
went to bed on Christmas 
Eve there was no sign of 
any decorations or pres¬ 
ents. When we woke in the 
morning, usually about 
4.30am, we opened out 
stockings on the end of our 
beds and went down stairs 


for breakfast. It was only 
after we had cleared up 
that dad opened the door to 
the sitting room which was 
decorated with trimmings 
and the tree. They were re¬ 
ally wonderful times.” 

Despite the hard times, in 
the summer they usually 
went for a caravan holiday 
in Cornwall. 

Doug said: “Dad was a 
lorry driver for Perry’s and 
travelled all over the coun¬ 
try. He knew several cafes 
and restaurants where we 
would stop for meals and 
drinks on the way.” 

Although there were 
times when the siblings; 
John (the eldest), Robert, 
Frank, Denise and Janet, 
didn’t always agree, Dou¬ 
glas remembers they gen¬ 
erally got on well. 

He began his schooling 
in Beaminster Girls and In¬ 
fants School in Hogshill 
Street where he learned to 
knit dishcloths, before 
moving on to Beaminster

from 62% to 48%, 
with an enormous 
43% being driven to 
school in cars - despite 
the fact that the major¬ 
ity of primary school 
pupils live within a 20 
minute walk of their 
school. 

During Walk to 
School Week this year, 
we are asking parents 
and children to give it 
a go and to ‘Walk 
Your Way’ to school. 
It’s already established 
that walking is key in 
fighting childhood 
obesity, but it can also 
be beneficial to chil¬ 
dren in other ways, 
helping them learn 
vital road safety skills, 
to interact with their 
local environment and 
to become ‘streetwise’ 


and develop independ¬ 
ence. 

Tony Armstrong, 
Chief Executive of 
Living Streets said: 

“Young children are 
often bundled from 
front door to car door 
without the opportu¬ 
nity to get out on foot, 
to learn about road 
safety and to get to 
know their local 
neighbourhood. 

“Often parents say 
they don’t have the 
time to walk, but 
many people underes¬ 
timate the time it takes 
to travel by car or pub¬ 
lic transport and over¬ 
estimate how long it 
takes to walk. By 
walking, children can 
be taught important 
road safety messages, 
feel part of their com¬ 
munity and gain the 


confidence they de¬ 
serve. 

“Even if you feel 
you live too far to 
commute the whole 
way on foot, why not 
try to ‘park and 
stride’? You can find 
somewhere to park 
away from the school 
and walk the rest of 
the way. Not only will 
you miss the rush to 
find a parking space, 
but you will also help 
ease congestion 
around the school and 
fit in some exercise for 
you and your chil¬ 
dren.”

Boys’ School in East Street 
for his junior education. 

He said: “The school’s 
classrooms and facilities 
were all over the place and 
so the town was always 
full of children. We did PT 
in the Public Hall, games 
at The Memorial Playing 
Field and school dinners 
were served in the Red 
Lion pub, with the girls in 
what is now the function 
room and the boys in the 
adjoining room.” 

Douglas lays claim to the 
fact that he was the first 
pupil to enter the new 
comprehensive school, 
now Beaminster Technol¬ 
ogy College, when it 
opened in January 1963. 

It was during its building 
that his inquisitive nature 
began to develop. 

“I became interested in 
its construction and the en¬ 
gineering side of it, and 
used to visit the site when 
I could,” said Doug. 

“In those days there was 
no health and safety rules 
so I was able to go where I 
wanted.” 

The new facility meant 


the closure of Beaminster 
Boys’ School and the 
transfer of the pupils to 
the new one, so when the 
school opened Douglas 
was first in line having 
queued since 8am. 

The caretaker let him 
in, but because of the 
snow that affected the 
winter of 1962/63 was 
soon closed, and when it 
reopened two days later, 
Douglas was once again 
first in line. 

Although he was due to 
leave school the follow¬ 
ing summer he stayed on 
for an extra year to get 
more qualifications. 

Douglas can’t really ex¬ 
plain why he chose the 
army as a career except 
that he felt it suited his in¬ 
quisitive nature and his 
brother John was already 
a soldier. 

Having passed the rele¬ 
vant entry exams his first 
posting was to Arborfield 
near Reading. He spent 
three years training as a 
vehicle mechanic under 
an apprentice tradesman 
course, qualifying as a 
2nd class starred pupil. 

His first unit was the 
Queen’s Dragoon Guards 
at Warminster who were 
posted to Detmold in Ger¬ 
many where they were re¬ 
sponsible for the 
servicing of Centurion 
and then later Chieftain 
Tanks. They also pro¬ 


vided the armed escort to 
the civilian British Fron¬ 
tier Service who worked 
on the East/West German 
boundary (the Iron Cur¬ 
tain). 

Further tours took him 
to Malta for three years 
and Cyprus, which in¬ 
cluded short detachments 
to many of the Mediter¬ 
ranean countries. 

Back in the UK he was 
posted to Gillingham in 
Kent where the soldiers 
used a local pub called 
The White House. Un¬ 
known to Douglas the 
pub was run by his future 
in-laws. 

Then posted to the 
headquarters of the 
NATO Allied Forces Cen¬ 
tral Europe in Holland he 
worked with soldiers of 
many different nationali¬ 
ties. 

An artificers training 
course in Hampshire saw 
him promoted to Staff 
Sergeant and a posting to 
the Aerial Delivery sec¬ 
tion at the Joint Air Trans¬ 
port Establishment at 
Brize Norton specialising 
into research of aerial de¬ 
livery by parachute. 

In his three and a half 
year posting he was in¬ 
volved in the trials of the 
first airdrop from the 
stretched version of the 
Hercules aircraft. 

Further postings fol¬ 
lowed including Germany 


with the Coldstream 
Guards, then onto Cyprus 
where he became inter¬ 
ested in Freemasonry and 
was approached by a fel¬ 
low military man to join. 
When he was posted to 
Northern Ireland on spe¬ 
cial duties in the early- 
mid he joined the 
Hollywood Lodge on the 
outskirts of Belfast. 

With retirement loom¬ 
ing Douglas was posted 
to Warminster in late 
1985 where he decided to 
take a job at the REME 
workshops ensuring 
equipment was Fit For 
Role. This involved the 
inspection of aerial deliv¬ 
ery items such as para¬ 
chutes, underslung 

helicopter equipment and 
abseiling ropes in use by 
many varied units around 
the South West of Eng¬ 
land. 

On leave before taking 
up the post he returned to 
Beaminster and bought a 
cottage in Fleet Street in 
which he still lives, in 
readiness for life as a 
civilian. 

He retired in 1988 with 
the rank of WOl ASM 
(Warrant Officer 1st 
Class, Artificer Sergeant 
Major).

B uilt in 1635, this Grade II listed building is 
one of the oldest in the town and was the 
Abbot's residence. It has been a tea room 
since 1902 and has been superbly and sympa¬ 
thetically renovated by the current owners, Derek 
and Deborah Dailey, including the refurbishment 
of the old gas lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy of the Abbot's Bible with 
a 15th century cover over a 12th century manu¬ 
script, lodged up the main chimney. 

Derek is a chef and prepares most of the food 
which he tries to source from local farms and pro¬ 
ducers in the country. All of the cakes and scones 
are baked fresh every morning, and they serve 
good, hearty breakfasts from 7.30am to 10.00am. 

As well as the traditional 'cream teas'there is al¬ 
ways homemade soup of the day, a wide selec¬ 
tion of sandwiches and hot baguettes and a daily 
'specials'board. 

The building is also a favourite for paranormal 
investigators and is said to be one of the most 
haunted places in England!

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3,000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. ^ 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five * 

Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous l 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the | 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the 1 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion 
- was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 while 
awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

Fairport Convention: 




THE David Hall in South Somerset has steadily built-up a well earned rep¬ 
utation as one one of the South West's premier venues for folk music. Last 
week folk rock legends Fairport Convention played not one but two nights 
at the former church, confirming the South Petherton venue's status. 

Fairport have been at the top of their genre for more than 40 years. Their 
first self-titled album was released in 1967, but it wasn't until What We Did 
On Our Holidays a year later that things got really interesting. It was on this 
album Sandy Denny joined the already impressive line-up, that included 
the likes of esteemed singer-songwriter Richard Thompson, and the 
band's place in the history books seemed assured. 

The following year's album (in those days it was the norm for a group to 
release at least one new album every year) featured Sandy's'Who Knows 
Where The Time Goes?'which won a recent a recent BBC Radio Two poll 
to find listeners'Favourite FolkTrackOf All Time. 

That tune's parent album, Unhalfbricking, is seen as transitional, with the 
band moving away from its American influences to more traditional Eng¬ 
lish folk songs. The next record, Liege & Leaf, cemented British folk rock as 
a specific genre and remains one of the most celebrated of all folk albums 
to this day. 

Fast forward 41 years later; 
Richard Thompson has long 
left the band and Sandy 
Denny has been dead for 32 
years. Line-ups have 
changed and the band's for¬ 
tunes have gone both up 
and down, but the current 
Fairport has been together 
for 12 years and features 
lead singer and guitarist 
Simon Nicol (whose in¬ 
volvement with the band 
can be traced right back to 
the first album) as well as 
bass player Dave Pegg (who 
played on most of those 
classic Thompson and 
Denny era albums). 

It goes without saying the 
band are still revered, espe¬ 
cially amongst folk fans. The 
group even organise their 
own annual festival - Fair- 
port's Cropredy Convention 
- which attracts around 
20,000 people every year. 

The second of last week's 
concerts, which I was lucky 
enough to catch, was a 
demonstration of superb 
musicianship and a folk 
band still at the top of their 
game. 

There may have been one 
too many bad jokes and 
plugs for their Cropredy fes¬ 
tival, but a sterling perform¬ 
ance nevertheless. Some 
members of the bands 
looked almost smug as they 
played their eclectic mixture of instruments that included a bass ukulele 
and an electric octave mandolin (which looked like an odd-shaped eight¬ 
string guitar). 

Highlights of the evening included a number featuring all of the band 
on ukulele as well as a haunting tribute to Sandy Denny with an emotive 
version of’Who Knows Where The Time Goes?' 

As much as I enjoyed the night, I did go home with the impression I'd 
missed the band at their best. I stayed up until the small hours tracking 
down classic Fairport tunes from the late Sixties and early Seventies. 

Who does know where the time goes?

Oscar for the 
Marine Theatre 

WRITTEN and performed in 1960 by honorary Irish theatrical polymath Micheal 
Mac Liammoir, The Importance of Being Oscar toured the world to critical exul¬ 
tation and popular adulation. Fifty years on, the show is as captivating and mag¬ 
ical as ever, and is coming to the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis as part of a UK 
tour by the Original Theatre Company. 

Staged as a single-hander, and directed by Tom Neill, The Importance of Being 
Oscar is a tribute to Oscar Wilde, the first modern man; a theatrical luminary and 
flamboyant socialite, as his private and public lives are creatively juxtaposed 
with extracts from his poems, letters, plays and novels including, amongst others 
'An Ideal Husband', The Picture of Dorian Gray'and The Ballad of Reading Gaol'. 

Oscar Fingal O'Flahertie Wills Wilde's was born in 1854 into an Anglo-Irish fam¬ 
ily in Dublin, and his rich and dramatic portrayals of the human condition were 
a celebrated feature of the Victorian era. Regarded as one of the nation's greatest 
playwrights and famous for his superbly sharp wit, Wilde wrote and produced 
nine plays during his lifetime, and one novel: The Picture of Dorian Gray. His 
works continue to be widely performed today especially The Importance of 
Being Earnest. 

Originally commissioned in 2009 to celebrate South Hill Park Arts Centre's 25th 
anniversary, The Importance of Being Oscar has been freshly re-directed and 
designed for touring by nationally renowned Original Theatre Company. Formed 
in 2004 by Creative Director Alastair Whatley, The Original Theatre Company is 
an acclaimed touring company based in the market town of Bury St Edmunds 
in Suffolk. The company has built up its ever increasing reputation performing 
new and classical texts with its own brand of daring innovation; playing often 
in unconventional locations - cliff tops, abbey ruins, school yards, stately homes, 
libraries, football grounds and pub gardens. In recent years the company has 
ventured into touring Great Britain's theatres. Original Theatre has played some 
of the smallest, some of the oldest and some of the largest and most prestigious 
theatres in the country.

THOMAS Hood's poem, of which these are the 
opening lines, has appeared in numerous an¬ 
thologies on both sides of the Atlantic.

A similarly nostalgic poem was writ¬ 
ten by Abraham Lincoln. The 16th U.S. President 
was a contemporary of Hood's so it is unlikely ei¬ 
ther would have been aware of the other man's 
work. At twenty verses the full poem is longer 
than his 278-word Gettysburg address. This is the 
first half of it.

My childhood's home I see again, 

And sadden with the view; 

And still, as memory crowds my brain, 
There's pleasure in it too. 

O Memory! thou midway world 
'Twixt earth and paradise, 

Where things decayed and loved ones lost

The performance was high energy, with both per¬ 
formers both physically very entertaining, particularly 
Otto, who has the frontman pouting and strutting 
down to a tee. 

The songs, whilst all parodies of their respective gen¬ 
res, were so well played, and well written, that they 
could have been genuine hits. 

The gags were freeflowing throughout the night 
too; the duo's (intentionally) broken use of the English 
language made for many laugh-out-loud innuendo's, 
and the band's banter with the audience, and with 
their lighting technician, also made for a laugh. The 
audience were a key part to the show, and although 
not great in numbers, the Marine Theatre crowd were 
willing to take part in the sing-a-longs organised by 
the two band members, quite often in competition 
with each other. 

Certain themes repeated throughout the show, in¬ 
cluding Otto's love, and fear, of lions - as demon¬ 
strated on the song Ich Bin Nicht Bin Roboter (I Am A 
Lion), a genuinely catchy electro-pop tune.There was 
also the questionable relationship between brother 
and sister (another nod to the White Stripes), and 
Astrid's troubles with drink and drugs.

Skoda auto unveils new greenline Fabia 
and roomster models 


FOLLOWING-on from the launch 
of the face-lifted Fabia and 
Roomster, Skoda Auto has un¬ 
veiled the Fabia Estate Green- 
Line II and Roomster GreenLine II 
- the first of its second genera¬ 
tion of environmentally-friendly 
GreenLine models. 

The new model Fabia and Room- 
ster's have been facelifted and fit¬ 
ted with new technology designed 
to further reduce fuel consumption 
and C02 emission levels. The most 
important innovations include a 
new engine (1.2TDICR DPF/75bhp 
DPF) with Common Rail (high-pres¬ 


sure direct injection), start-stop 
technology, energy recuperation 
and gear recommendation (on a 
Maxi DOT display). 

One of the biggest technological 
changes in the second-generation 
GreenLine version is a new three- 
cylinder turborcharged engine (1.2 
TDI CR DPF/55 kW) with a con¬ 
sumption of just 83.1 mpgandC02 
emissions of 89 g/km for the Fabia 
Estate GreenLine II, and 67.3 and 
109 g/km for the Roomster Green¬ 
Line II. 

In addition to lower C02 emis¬ 
sions, other contaminant levels 


have also been reduced. The new 
engine complies with the EU 5 
emission standard that, for diesel 
engines, has stricter regulations for 
nitrogen oxides and solid particles. 
The gear ratios of the car's five- 
speed transmission are identical to 
those of the ordinary Fabia and 
Roomster models fitted with the 
same engine. As a result, the Green¬ 
Line II offers the same responsive¬ 
ness yet with lower consumption. 

The key benefits of the stop-start 
system stand out in busy city traffic. 
The system operates automatically, 
directly after the engine starts. If, 


after some time, the driver stops 
the vehicle, engages neutral and 
releases the clutch pedal, the en¬ 
gine switches off automatically. As 
soon as the driver presses the 
clutch, the engine starts again im¬ 
mediately. Stop-start makes it is 
possible to save up to 4.2mpg 
(combined) or up to 7.7 mpg in city 
traffic. 

Energy recuperation is another 
state-of-the-art technology intro¬ 
duced on the new Fabia Estate 
GreenLine II and Roomster Green¬ 
Line II. Effective utilisation of the 
vehicle's kinetic energy for battery 
recharging is a simple system that 
helps to save fuel continuously.The 
two systems - Stop-Start and brak¬ 
ing energy recovery work in part¬ 
nership and, along with other 
measures, help to make the opera¬ 
tion of these new models as envi¬ 
ronmentally-friendly as possible. 
The application of the energy re¬ 
covery system has helped to re¬ 
duce the C02 emissions by 2 - 4 
g/km. 

Other technologies Skoda is in¬ 
troducing on the GreenLine II mod¬ 
els to improve economy are the 
gear recommendation system, 
which helps the driver make opti¬ 
mum use of the engine's potential, 
a lowered and aerodynamically- 
covered chassis and, last but not 
least, low rolling resistance tyres.

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Fleet demand for Mazda3 in the fast lane 


FLEET demand for Mazda3 is soar¬ 
ing with the fuel-saving C02 emis¬ 
sion-friendly 1.6 109ps diesel 
leading the way. 

The 119g/km C02 model - and

BOB Buckler's theory that technology is not an 
exact science was proved at Plumpton on 
Sunday when Ethiopia scooted up to win the 
Vi Nichol 90th Birthday Novices' Handicap 
Chase in convincing fashion writes Stuart 
Broom. 

"It just goes to prove how little we know!" he 
quipped.

They took the lead at the 
top of the hill on the run down to the turn into 
the straight when the 3/1 favourite made a 
mistake and although Paul Nicholls'Oamuru 
Stone came to challenge he held him of com¬ 
fortably by 1 % lengths. 

He is due to run again at Fontwell tonight 
over fences although he will carry top weight 
as a result of penalties for his win, or alterna¬ 
tively Buckler has entered him in a hurdle race 
at Stratford on Saturday. 

Ethiopia's win is the first of the new season 


for Buckler which began on April 25th. 

Over The Flow had unseated Sweeney in her 
first race over fences at Hereford when she 
half stopped having met the first at too fast a 
pace, tried again at Worcester last Thursday. 

Although she coped well with the fences 
and ran much better they missed the break in 
the middle of the race and got left, although 
she quickened again and stayed on at the fin¬ 
ish. "It was a much better performance and 
she will improve with the experience." 

Mrs Overall having her first race in four 
months found the 2 mile 3 furlong race too 
short for her, and although she stayed on she 
needs three miles. 

"She really needs longer and was a bit one 
paced and couldn't accelerate when the 
quickened,"said Buckler. 

Both the horses making their debuts gave 
encouraging displays; Seaview Lad finishing 
seventh at Newton Abbot and Ellie Wiggins 
also finishing seventh at Worcester. 

"Seaview Lad ran OK. The problem is that 
both are big babies and fairly weak. Because 
he isn't strong enough, the race was too short 
for him as he wasn't quick enough, and at the 
moment he doesn't have the stamina to run 
three miles. However it was a good education 
for him, and we might give him one more run 
before turning him out for the summer." 

Ellie Wiggins was slightly more impressive 
but again the object was to help them adapt 
to running on a racecourse as part of their ed¬ 
ucation, and she will now be turned out for 
the summer." 

The normally reliable River Indus who ran 
poorly last time out at Cheltenham probably 
runs for the last time tonight at Exeter before 
his summer holidays.
